Brethren let us do our 
whole duty with regard to the mission 
work of the state. I am satisfied that the 
Mission Board consists of three as good 
men as we can get in the state. They are 
careful and are men of good judgment. 
Let ushold up their hands with our means 
and good results will come. 

I am now preaching each evening tn our 
home church. What the result will be we 
can not teli, but we will do our whole 
duty.
